We 
“nied 400 Officers and Soldiers, befides Ma- 
he but it was impoffible to land them, 
we had five Times as many; all the 
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Ships behaved with great Honour to thofe 
who commanded them, and we at the Begin- 
ning thot down their Flag, which they foon 
hoifted again; we made great Breaches ia 
their Fortifications, their Churches were 
quite demolifhed ; and, except fome Irif and 
Bayonners, their Governor was obliged to 
whip them to their Quarters) The Town 
was large and handfome, their Fort ftrong, 
and had but one Place to Jand at, which we 
could not attempt to do; we faw fix Sail 
of Ships go out in the Morning we made the 
Attack, and found three there. 

Some Boats were mann’d with each aan 
Officer, either to cut out the three Ships, or 
fet them on fire; but they not following the 
Commodore’s Orders, fell into Difgrace, tho” 
the Enemy from the Forts fent them but one 
Shot. The next Morning we loft Company 
of the Fleet till near Ten o’Clock, when we 
faw three Sail to the Leeward, which proved 
to be the Burford and Affi/tance, torn all to 
Pieces, with the Norqwich, the Captain of 
which order’d us to ftay by the two damag’d 
Ships; and as he had loft but one Man in 
the Engagement, we imagin’d he would have 
gone. back to look for the reft of the Fleet, 
but he kept on with us. 

Being at Curacoa, an Ifland inhabited by 
the Dutch, we went to repair our Ships and 
Mafts, and found, that, a few Days before 
we attack’d La Guyra, the Governor of Cu- 
racoa had, in the Night, fent a Sloop loaded 
with Powder and Ball, againft the Confent 
of the Council, many of which Ball we faw 
with Amfterdam Merk on them, on our 
Decks, tho’ they fent us many of them. red. 
hot, two of which fet the Commodore twice 
on fire, and one of them kiil'd a Man in the 
Paffage going into the Powder Room, and 
fhews that no Place was fecure. On board 
the Burford one Shot killed two Surgeon’s 
Mates in the Cockpit, and a Man; on board 
the Advice, a Man was carried down to have 
his Leg, that had been fhot, cut off; while 
that was doing another Shot carried off his 
other Leg, of which he died. The Commo- 
dore came to Curacoa with the reft of his 
Ships. Captain Lujbington of the Burford 
died two Hours after he was carried athore, 
at the Governor's.

What Blood and Treafure did not England 
pour forth to fupport the Pretenficns of her 
Monarch to the Crown of Frame! And 
what was her Gains, after having ravaged 
that Kingdom, and feen the French King 
Prifoner in her Metropolis? Truly, 1 think, 
the greateft was her King’s renourcing all 
Claim to the Crown of France, Normandy, 
&c. at the Peate concluded; for Feofs then 
ceded to Edward, I efteem rather a Dilad- 
vantage to the Exgli/b Nation. In the Time 
of Henry V. the Policy avd Avarice of the 
Bithops, to fecure their Tempcralities, brought 
great Mifchief on the Kingdom, by Jaying 
before the King a pretended Right to the 
Crowa of France, deduced from Ifabel, Daughe 
ter of Philip 1V. marry’d to Edward II. by 
whom the Crown defcended in a right Line 
to Henry.

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HE Allied Army under the Command 
of his Britannick Majefty, having con- 
tigued in their Camp mear . . from the 
Time of the Battle of Dettingen till the 15th 
of at Month, Prince Charles, accompany d 
y Marthal Kevenbuller, and feveral other 
Generals, arriv'd that Day in the Camp, to 
py 2 Vifit to his Majefty, and to ecneert 
with him the future Operations of the Cam- 
ign They continued there till the 18th, 
when his Highnefs departed and arrived next 
Evening at the Army under his Command, 
and upon the 22d that whole Army marched 
io three Columns, confifting of 20,000 Men 
ech, towards the Rbine. As foon as Mar- 
fhal Noailles heard that the Auffrian Army 
was approaching that River, he marched with 
the French Army under his Command, from 
the Neighbourhood of Worms to Frankendal, 
and from thence in a few Days quite out of 
Germany into the Lower Aljace. And as the 
Asfrian Army continued its March up the 
Rbme, towards the Brifgaw, a large Detach- 
ment was fent from NVoailles’s Army to Upper 
Alace, in order to join the Troops there, and 
to form an Army of Obfervation under the 
Count de Saxe, for oppofing and preventing, 
if poffible, the Auftrians paffing the Rbine, 
As foon as the French Armies had been thus 
forced to retire out of Ge » M. Amelt, 
by order of his Mof Chriftian Majefty, de- 
clared thus to all the foreign Minifters re- 
fiding at Paris: * The King has commanded 
* his Armies to retire out of Germany, and to 
* repafs the Rbime; but at the fame Time 
‘ has commanded others to affemble on the 
‘ Mes, and on the Mojfelle, Thefe Troops 
* have no Orders to commit, any Hotftilities, 
‘unlefg they are attack’d; and in that 
‘ Cafe, they are to defend themfelves with 
‘all imaginable Vigour. At prefent the 
‘King, my Mafter, regards the War as 
‘ made folely againft him, and his Majefty, 
‘confequently, will regard, and even treat 
‘as dire€t Enemies, fuch as fhalJ in any

Reparations of Dunkirk will thew, what Rea- 
fon the Dutch, as well as this Nation, bas to 
declare War againft France; it is dated Aug.

Rattle, or to retire from the Rbire, and leave 
Prince Charles a free Paffage. In the mean 
Time, the 4efrian Hujfars belonging to this 
Army, undér the Command of Baron Meur- 
sel, hae thade Inroads as far as Sare-Louis, 
and his totally defeated a Jarge Detachment 
of French Fotces tert againft them. 

As for Egra and Ingolfadt, our Advices of 
their Surfender were premature ; for both ftill 
hold out, bot by this Time muft be reduced 
to great Straits, not only for Want of Provi- 
fions, teing clofely block’d up, but on ac- 
count of a contagious Diftemper which, it is 
faid, prevails in both. 

The War againft France being now begun 
by the Q. of Hungary, in the Manner I have 
mention’d, it is a very great Encouragement 
for the other Powers of Europe, particularly 
the Empire, to join with her, that we have 
cetttin Accounts of Schach Nadir’s haviog 
a@tually attack’d the Orroman Dominions, and 
already made himfelf Matter of the City of 
Kars, f that thete is no Danger to be appre-
